The greater fire loss this year 
is attributed largely to a series 
of five fires set May 22 by a Soo 
Line railroad engine between Isa­ 
bella and Rapid River. 
The five fires burned 219 of the 
237 acres burned over the whole 
year in the million acres of land 
under fire protection of the forest 
service in the Upper Peninsula.

ll. S. Subsidizes Butter 
For Italian Families 
epH E U. S. agriculture departm ent has 
announced the sale of a 5 'n million 
pounds of government - owned butter to 
Italy for relief feeding—at a price of 15c 
a pound. The butter was boughtt at a cost 
cf more than 60c a pound under the dairy 
price support program. 
It is deals like this one that makes m il­ 
lions of Americans question the intelli­ 
gence of our agriculture departm ent offi­ 
cials. The government said that the butter 
is from 1949 stocks and that departm ent 
officials w anted to dispose of it before it 
deteriorated too much. 
At 15c a poun ,dUncle Sam would have 
no difficulty disposing of its surplus butter 
for relief feeding in America. Apparently 
that is illegal, so the butter is sold to Italy. 
American 
relief families either m ust go 
without butter or the welfare agencies— 
which gets its funds from the taxpayers— 
must pay the prevailing market rate. A m ­ 
erican families en welfare get m argarine 
while the governm ent subsidizes the dis­ 
tribution of butter to welfare families in 
Italy. 
Uncle Sam apparently has not yet learn­ 
ed that charity begins at home.

R. E. Peierls, 
president of the British 
Atomic Scientists association, 
calls 
the 
bomb “most ineffective” in military action 
such as that in Korea because of the prob- j 
able absence of any center “vital for the i 
conduct of the present operations.” 
Gen. Leslie R. Groves, w artim e head of j 
the atomic bomb project, agrees that to j 
find suitable targets for the bomb is dif­ 
ficult. 
An editorial in the Bulletin for Atomic 
Scientists refers to the “utter uselessness 
cf the atomic bomb unless it could “de­ 
stroy the fighting capacity of the Com m u­ 
nist army.”

“A secretary, a telephone and a legal 
adviser,” repped the usually jovial e x ­ 
mayor of Toledo. 
“The problem is, Mr. President,” added 
Valentine, "if we can’t enforce the freeze, 
there will be such general disregard that 
price ceilings will be a joke. We cannot af­ 
ford to let price stabilization be destroyed 
before it is strong enough to be effective.”

Much Confusion 
T here w ere m ore delays as the 
negotiations passed from one gov­ 
ernment. d ep a rtm en t to another. 
It was difficult to tell w h eth er the 
fault lay in an excess of caution 
or m erely in b ureaucratic d u p li­ 
cation and rivalry. Nearly a m onth 
ago press releases w ere issued by 
the G eneral Services A dm inistra­ 
tion saying th at agreem ents had 
actually been reached with two of 
the large producers,

Road, Soo Line and later as gen­ 
eral manager of the E&LS, took 
an optimistic view of the situa­ 
tion. 
Brown advised the switch from 
steam to diesel motive power 
to 
achieve greater operating econo­ 
mies. 
The 1,000 h. p. Baldwin 
diesel No. IOO was purchased in 
June, 
1946, 
and the 660 h. p. 
switcher No. JOI 
in 
December, 
1947. 
Savings 
in 
fuel 
costs 
were 
quickly apparent. 
And much less 
repair work is needed to keep the 
diesels running. 
“ We don’t have the shop work 
we used to have before we got the 
I diesels,” said Frank Winchester, 
! one of the machinists in the spic- 
I and-span E&LS 
machine 
shop. 
I Frank, son of the late Conductor 
Charles 
Winchester who helped 
to lay the track to Watson, works 
with Machinist Robert Rose, an 
expert on the diesel engine’s elec­ 
tric plants.

As the originating 
line, 
the 
E&LS receives a sizeable portion 
of the freight revenue on carloads 
it receives from local industries 
and turns over to the Milwaukee 
Road, C&NW and Soo Line. 
E&LS Boosts Industry 
Holding six 
memberships 
in 
the Escanaba Chamber of Com­ 
merce, the E&LS is participating 
actively in efforts to attract new 
industries to this community. For­

With its main offices located in 
Wells, it does not take the E&LS

Jumping On Bridge 
Raymond 
was 
hunting 
with 
Donald LeRoy Swanson, 15, of 208 
South 18th street, when the acci­ 
dent occurred. The boys left about 
1:45 p. rn., to hunt east of Willow 
Creek. 
About 3 p. rn., they were about 
to cross a small bridge 
on 
the 
creek, when Raymond asked Don­ 
ald to look to the southeast, where 
he believed he saw a fox. Swan­ 
son told police that Raymond had 
been jumping on the bridge, and 
when he (Swanson) heard a crack 
he though the bridge had made 
the noise. As he turned around. 
he saw Lacombe falling off the 
bridge. 
Swanson carried the boy about 
IOO yards through snow estimated 
to be three feet deep. Exhausted. 
he laid his companion in the snow, 
covered him. and then trudged to 
the highway. 
He flagged a car 
going west on U. S. 2-41, and was 
taken to the Joe Schleis trucking 
office to call police and an am ­ 
bulance.

has to fall back again—and that 
seems inevitable—he will carpet 
Korea with Chinese ‘dead. 
General M acArthur^ headquar­ 
ters, naturally, takes a longer and 
wider view of the picture. 
May Pull Out 
At the moment, the United Na­ 
tions cannot furnish the necessary 
divisions to counter-balance Chi­ 
nese and Korean numbers. There­ 
fore, it may be necessary to pull 
out of Korea entirely, 
although 
there was no open discussion of 
this when I left the Orient. 
But that will not be the end of 
the struggle. It will simply enter 
a new phase. 
The full details of the planning 
for that phase cannot be disclosed 
now. It is obvious, however, that 
they call for a naval 
blockade, 
intensified bombing, and pressure 
from within Korea through a Ko­ 
rean underground resistance, and 
by well-supplied patriot guerrilla 
bands. 
The Koreans—North or South— 
want their independence. After 40 
years 
of 
Japanese 
occupation, 
they will not willingly accept a 
Chinese master. 
Vassal State Planned 
They know, and so does Mac­ 
Arthur^ headquarters, 
that the 
Chinese program is to make Ko­ 
rea a vassal 
state. The word 


“dominion” is already appearing 
in Chinese statements about Ko­ 
rea. 
Peiping, 
flushed with last 
year’s victories over the National­ 
ists, has embarked in Tibet and 
Korea on a plain, old fashioned, 
18th century program of aggres­ 
sion—while 
trying 
for 
propa­ 
ganda purposes, to pin that label 
of “aggression” on 
the 
United 
States. 
So the war will not end if the 
U. N. army is forced to evacuate 
Korea. The pressure will continue, 
from sea and air, and eventually 
from the land. Actually, that type 
of pressure—rather than the use 
of ground forces—was advocated, 
early in the war, by some of the 
best-informed A f r i c a n generals. 
It may become a necessity. 
Another point that has occupied 
General 
MacArthur^ headquar­ 
ters has been the cumulative ef­ 
fect on other Oriental nations on 
the events in Korea. Japanese re­ 
action, of course, is of preeminent 
importance. 
In Japan, we have lost no pres­ 
tige. 
If 
anything, 
the 
United 
States has gained stature through 
this ordeal. 
Japanese See Danger 
Japanese military men, for ex­ 
ample, are well aware of the dif­ 
ficulty of fighting a campaign in 
Korea. In more than four decades 
of occupation, the Japanese were 
never able to control all of Korea. 
They are also well aware of the 
impossibility of obtaining a def­ 
initive 
military 
decision 
over 
China. 
Japan, with her millions, 
fought for eight years—from July 
1937 
to 
August 
1945—without 


achieving a final 
victory 
over 
China. 
As for the average Japanese, he 
is fully alive to the danger pres­ 
ented by the Chinese, his ancient 
enemies, creeping toward the nar­ 
row traits of Tsushima that sep­ 
arate Korea from Japan. His only 
defense now is the U. N. army, 
and particularly the Americans. 
For 
that 
reason, perhaps, as 
well as a large degree of genuine 
sympathy, the Japanese have sent 
thousands of gift-packages to the 
GI’s. They have visited them in 
the hospitals and invited them to 
their homes. A day seldom passes 
without letters in the newspapers 
asking how they can help. They 
have offered money 
and 
even 
blood. 
A variation of this sentiment is 
beginning to appear elsewhere in 
the Orient. 
To the new eastern 
nations, the spectre of Red China 
on the march with its inexhaust­ 
ible masses is a frightening sign 
in the sky. 
The governments of 
India, Indonesia and The Philip­ 
pines are acutely uneasy. 
Only Part Of Picture 
Korea, 
in short, 
is only one 
facet of a bigger picture. And that 
picture, despite the military re­ 
verse, is not as dark as it looks at 
first glance. 
And finally, there is one other 
element of supreme importance to 
the United States and to the free 
world—the American GI. 
The seven American divisions 
in Korea have been trained and 
tested in the hardest of all schools, 
actual combat. That is seven more 
battle-experienced divisions than 


we had when the Korean war be­ 
gan. These men will form the nu­ 
cleus and provide the instructors 
and field officers to train a bigger 
army. 
The GI in Korea is the same 
fighter today he was 
in 
World 
War II, and maybe better. He has 
the same courage and the same 
ingenuity. He is standing up well 
against overwhelming odds. 
He has been sho 'ed around. 
But he is not beaten and he is not 
discouraged.
